HANGED. 


Frederick Orelner Suffer* Death on the 


Gallowfl at Columbus, O., for Murdering 
tbe Girl He loved. 
COLUMBUS,

19.—Frederick 


Grelner, murderer of Margaret Seeling, waa 
hanged at Franklin County Jail Saturday. 
The trap was sprung at 11:42 a. m., and he 
died in eleven minutes from strangulation, 
the neck not being broken. The execution 
was witnessed by about seventy-five people. 
Grelner was wonderfully self-possessed, 
mingling wifli friends in the Jail, and at 
11:30 sent word to the Sheriff that he was 
ready. lie came on the scaffold with a 
cigar in his mouth, and uttered only a sen- 
tence, bidding all good-bye. 


Greiner was a German by birth, having 
come to this country four years ago—flrst to 
Cincinnati, and then to Columbus, where he 
was engaged as a carpenter. Three months 
after his arrival in this country camo Mar- 
iraret Seeling, a prepossessing German girl, 
andther soon became strongly attached to 
each other. In the oourae of time, however, 
through the effort* of relatives of the girl. 
she was made to believe that Grelner left 
the old country for crime, aud she refused 
his attention! and rejected his suit for inur- 
Tlngo. He grew desperate, and on the night 
of September 14,18&, colled on Miss Seeling 
at the residence of Colonel Charles Far- 
rot, where one was engaged as a do- 
mestic, remaining untllj 4:11 p. m,, and 
called the next morning early and made a 
final request that the glri should marry 
him. 
On being again refused he shot 
her down, the ball taking effect fn tno 
breast. In his efforts to escape he fired 
two shots 
at 
Colonel 
Parrott, 
but 
without effect. Grenlflr was indictod and con- 
victed of murder in the first degreo in March, 
1886. The defense was insanity. A motion 
for a new trial was mado and overruled, and 
he was sentenced to be hanged July 24. On 
July2Z, Governor Hoadly respited him until 
Ootober 17, to allow the courts to pass upon 
some disputed 1-ulings. Both the Circuit and 
Supreme Courts sustained the lower courts. 
Governor Hoadly refused to commute hli 
sentence to Imprisonment for life.

THE CHOLEKA AT MARSEILLES. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—A final report, 


dated October 1, describius the gradual 
subsidence of .the cholera at Marseilles and 
Toulon and its disappearance from Cettc, 
has been received by tlio Secretary of State 
from Consul Frank II. Mason, stationed at 
Marseilles. 
The most i;vtal day at Mar- 


seilles was August Ul, with a death record 
of sixty-nine; that of Toulon was August 
27, on which date fortj-tvvo deatha were 
lecorded. 


GEN. MILES, who has spent many 


years in contact with the Indians, 
gives his views upon the subject of 
their proper treatment. They may 
be summarized as follows: " 1. De- 
siroy all tribal relation and divide 
lands now held by treaty with civil- 
ized or half-civilized Indians in sev- 
erally and compel each family or per- 
son authorized under present home- 
stead laws to dwell on them, 2. Sell 
the remainder of the lands, amount- 
ing to millions of acres, for the ben- 
efit of Indian school and agricultural 
funds and open them to white settle- 
ment. 3. Make Indians capable of 
citizenship, citizens and voters.

Turn over the wild and wholly un- 
civilized Indians, now few in number, 
to the care and custody of the mili- 
tary until they are capable of taking 
upon themselves the duties and priv-
